This Is Severest Penalty Let 
Imposed in Boodle Trials 
—dJury Was Out Fifty-five 
Minutes. 


DEFENDANT UNMOVED 
BY THE SENTENCE 


Counsel Filed Usual Notice 
That Motion for New 
Trial Would Be Made 


— Prisoner in Sher- 
iff’s Custody. 


After being out 5 minutes the jury in the 
trial of Emil Hartmann, former member of 
the House of Delegates, for bribery, re- 
turned a verdict at 12:40 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon before Judge Ryan finding Hart- 
mann guilty and fising his punishment at 
six years in the penitentiary. 

The penalty is the heaviest that has been 
inflicted so far in the bribery trials. Rob- 
ert M. Snyder received a five years’ sen- 
tence, which was the heaviest until that 
of Hartmann. 

Hartmann gave no sign of interest when 
the verdict was read. He sat immediately 
behind Jerry Hannigan, whose trial for 
bribery began as soon as Hartmann’s end- 
ed. und did not seem to hear the verdict 
read. 

When the Hartmann jury retired the at- 
torneys immediately began selecting the 
jury for the Hanigan trial, and they were 
thus engaged when a rap on the juryroom 
door was followed by the announcement 
from the deputy sheriff that the Hartmann 
jury was ready to report 

Judge Ryan immediately ordered the 
Hanlgan panel to leave the room, and the 
Hartmann jury took the jury box. The 
foreman, J. H. Conrades, handed the ver- 
dict to Judge Ryan.

Two physicians and trained nurses have 
been in constant attendance for several 
weeks on Mr. Clemens, his wife, and their 
two daughters, Clara and Jean. 

Mr. Clemens’ own illness and his anxiety 
have taxed their strength. His face is 
drawn and colorless. H gave to the Post- 
Dispatch today the following bulletin on his 
household: 


“I am just recovering and hope to be out 
in a few days. 

“My wife is slightly improved. 

Miss Clara is better. although still se- 
riously III. 
Miss Jean is convalescent, and is able 
to enjoy short drives.” 
None but close friends have been admit- 
ted for several weeks. 
It is more than six months since Mrs. 
Clemens has left the house. She was 
stricken with nervous prostration last Aus- 
ust, and since then her condition has sev- 
eral times caused her husband the keenest 
anxiety. The strain resulted in his com- 
plete collapse five weeks ago. A Slight 
cold developed into a severe attack of 
bronchitis.

“SHAME ON RUSSIA” 
FICLAIMS CORK 


Russian Novelist Attacks Bit- 
terly the Jew-Baiters of 
His Nation. | 


BERLIN, May 23.—Maxim Gorki. the 
Russian novelist. recently wrote an article 
on the Kishineff massacre for a Nijni Nov- 
gorod newspaper, but the censor refused to 
Allow its publication. Gorki then sent the 
article to the St. Petershurg correspondent, 
ae * Kitene - e, which 
prints it today. The article is as follows: 

“Russia has been disgraced more and 
more frequentéy of recent years by dark 
deeds, but the most disgraceful of all is 
the horrible Jewish massacre at !«hineff. 
which hes awakened our honor, shame and 
indignation. 

People who regard themselves as-Chris- 
tians, who claim to believe in God's mercy 
and sympathy, these people on the day con- 
secrated to the resurrection of 
from the dead, occupy the time in murder- 
ing children and aged people, ravishing the 
women and martyring the men of the race 
which gave them Christ. . 

Who bears the blame of this base crime, 
which will remain on us like a bloody blot 
for ages? We shall be unable to wash this 
blot from the sad history of our dark 
country. 

“It would be unjust and too simple to 
condemn the mob. The latter was merely 
the hand which was guided by a corrupt 
conscience, driving it to murder and rob- 
bery. For it is well known that the mob 
at Kishineff was led by men of cultivated 
society. But cultivated society in Russia 
is really much worse than the people, who 
are goaded by their sad life and blinded 
and entbralled by the ‘artificial darkness 
created around them. 


“The cultivated classes are a crowd of 
cowardly slaves, without feeling of persona) 
dignity, ready to accept every lie to save 
their ease and comfort, a weak and lawless 
element almost without conscience and 
without shame, in spite of its elegant ex- 
terior. 

“Cultivated society is not less guilty of 
the disgraceful and horrible deeds commit- 
ted at Kishineff than the actual murderers 
and ravishers. Its members’ guilt consisted 
in not merely that they did not protect the 
victims, but that they rejoiced over the 
murders; it consists chiefly in permitting 
themselves for long years to be corrupted 
by man haters and persons who have long 
enjoyed the disgusting glory of being the 
lackeys of power and glorifiers of lies, like 
the editor of the Bessarayets of. Kishineff 
and other publicists. Those are the real 


authors of the disgraceful and awful crime 
of Kishineff.

MAKING PLANS FOR 
HT ON UNIONS 


Manufacturers. Meet in New 
York to Discuss Their 
Campaign. 


NEW YORK, May 23.—A meeting of the 
executive committee of the National Asso-- 
ciation of Manufacturers has been held 
m this ot, deyond the apnounce-, 
ment of the selection of committees to 
arrange for the furtherance of the objects 
of the association in its fight against la- 
bor, no formal statement has been made 
of what was done. 

It is known, however, that subcommit- 
tees representing widely diversified indus- 
tries were appointed to go to work sys- 
tematically all over this country to union- 
120 employers—that special steps are to 
be taken to engage eminent legal counsel 
in the several states to protect the man- 
ufacturers against boycotts, injunctions 
and the activity of the walking delegates, 
while at the same time nothing but good 
will was expressed for the laboring men 
themselves. 

One result of the New Orleans convention, 
which was furth$red at this meeting, was 
the systemization of the work. of the spe- 
cial committee, which is to devise and put 
into. effect practical plans for bringing 
about the co-operation of the many statc 
employers’ essociations. Along that line, 
this resolution was adopted: 

“Resolved, That the secretary of this as- 
pociation be empowered to develop sources 
of information by which he shall be en- 
abled to keep in the closest touch with all 
proposed legislation affecting the interests 
of manufacturers in the several states and 
that he be given discretionary power to 
call this to the attention of employers and 
manufacturers in any state, if, in his judg- 
ment, the rights and mterests of such em- 
ployers and manufacturers shall be af- 
fected by such proposed legislation.“ 

This was understood to signify that the 
sharpest sort of watch is to be maintained 


well as at the different state capitals. 

In addition to the president, D. M. Parry, 
of Indianapolis, those present included A. 
B. Farquahar, president of the Farquahar 
Manufacturing Co., of York, Pa.; J. A. 
Jeffry of the Jeffry Manufacturing Co., of

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Supreme Court Seems to Have 
‘Misconstrued Trial Court's 
Instruotions. 


HINGES ON “KNOWING” 
AND “HAVING HEARD” 
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Part of Ruling in Lehman and Faulk- 


ner Cases Is a Counterpart of 
Instructions Objected 
To by Court. 


Circuit Attorney Folk will apply to the 
Supreme Court for a rehearing in the 
ceses of Julius Lehmann and Harry Faulk- 
ner, which were reversed and remanded 
for new trial, basing his argument on the 
ground that no technicality justifying an 
adverre ruling existed and that the in- 
structions of the trial court to the jury 
were not correctly interpreted by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The state has ten days from the time 
the Supreme Court acted to file its mo- 
tion and it is probable that Mr. Folk will 
go to Jefferson City early next week. 

An interesting proposition is presented 
by the points at issue. 

Rriefly, the Supreme Court reversed the 
Lehmann case on the instructions of the 
lower court, which, it held, practically 
broadened the scope of the indictment. 

The instructions of the lower court and 
the fact that hearsay testimony was in- 
troduced corstituted the upper tribunal's 
reason for ordering the retrial of Harry 
Faulkner. 

Both Faulkner and Lehmann were con- 
¥icted of perjury in connection with their 
testimony before the grandjury relative to 
the $75,000 bribe money put up to secure 
the passage of the Suburban franchise bill. 

This money was deposited in a box at 
the Lincoln Trust Co., the keys to which 
were held by Philip Stock, the legislative 
agent of the Suburban. and John K. Mur- 
rell, the chairman of the House of Dele- 
gates combine. 

Before the grandjury they swore that 
they “DID NOT KNOW OF, NOR HAD 
THEY EVER HEARD OF THE EXIST- 
ENCD OF THE $7,000 BOODLE FUND.”

$75,000 deposited in the Lincoln Trust Co., 
and if you further find from the evidence 
truth*and in fact the defendant 
DID, AT THE TIME HE SO TESTIFIED 
UNDER OATH, WDPLL KNOW, aside 
from any information he may have ac 
quired through the newspapers, of the ex- 
istence of the said $75,000, and that the said 
sum was deposited in a lockbox in the safe 
deposit vault of said Lincoln Trust Co., and 
that when he so swore and testified under 
oath he willfully and corruptly testified 
— you will find him gullty ot per- 
jury. 

Difference Between 

Knowing and Hearing. 


Commenting upon this instruction the su- 
preme court says: 

It requires no discussion to demonstrate 
that there is a radical distinction between 
KNOWING A FACT AND MERELY HAY- 
ING HEARD OF ITS EXISTENCE. 

That the pleader (the circuit attor- 
ney in this case) recognized this ie ap- 
parent in that he only charges that tho 
defendant testified falsly that he DID NOT 
KNOW OF the $75,008 and does not allege 
periury tn his testimony that he HAD NOT 
HEARD of it. 

“Now it is at once obvious that in sub- 
initting to the jury whether defendant 
fairely and corruptly testified he HAD 
NOT HEARD OF eald $75,000 the court sub- 
mitted an issue not tendered in the indict- 
ment. 

The Supreme Court holds further that the 
objection to the instruction is “first, that 
it submitted to the jury whether defend- 
ant committed perjury by swearing he had 
NEVER WEARD OF the existence of the 
$75,000,"" whereas exception will be taken 
to this by Circuit Attorney Folk because 
the indictment does not negative that fea- 
ture of defendant's evidence, but assigns 
as perjury only that in truth and in fact 
HE WELL KNEW of the existence of 
said sum. 

In other words, it will be urged, with 
the exception to the Supreme Court's 
decision, that the trial court after em- 
phasizing the testimony of defendant be- 
fore grandjury, which is set forth in the 
first part of the indictment, ordered the 
jury to find a verdicts of guilty if it was 
established that the defendant KNEW of 
the $75.000, and that the trial court aimoply 
covered the langurge of the indictment. 
Proceeding on the premise that the trial 
eourt did order the jury to find a verdict 
if the defendant either “KNEW OR HAD 
HEARD aside from newapaper reports of 
the existence of the $75.000 fund.“ the Su- 
preme Court cites numerous authorities in 
support of its rulings.

Severe setback if not a defeat. . 
The din now pending provides for the 


election of the fréeholders at the special 
election called to legalize the issuance of 


improvement bonds June 23. It was de- 
signed to have the charter election take 
place at that time, to save the expense of 
a second special election. 


The freeholders, if elected, would take 
up at once the work of framing a new 
charter, to be voted upon by the cit- 
izens. 

In order that the freeholders may be 
elected at the special election, the bill 
must be passed at once. It is now in 
the hands of the legislation committee 
of the House, and the committee has 
been unable to agree. 

At the meeting Friday night the bill 
was taken from the committee and con- 
sidered for an hour and a walf by the 
delegates as a committee of the whole. 
Harvey L. Christie, F. N. Judson, O. L. 
Whitelaw and James L. Blair spoke in 
favor of the immediate passage of the bill 
and cach was asked by Delegate Kinney 
if he favored abolishing the House of 
Delegates. Each evaded the direct ques- 
tion by pleading that circumstances would 
largely control what was favored in the 
new charter, but each was in favor of lo- 
cal representation. 

Delegates Birge, Lackland and Block fa- 
vored the bill, on the ground that the peo- 
ple had a right to make laws for them- 
oe and that was all this bull provided 


The dill was referred back to the legis- 
lation committee by a vote of 15 to 11. 
Speaker Hughes and Delegate Teschmacher 
being absent.

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THE VOICE OF CHRISTENDOM. 

Reports from Russia are not reassuring. A reign of terror

If the Council ytelds to this terminal “hold-up” the city will 
have gained little in the reform municipal elections. It will have 
merely exchanged betrayal through boodle for betrayal through 
influence—the result in both cases being robbery. 

In pleading for additional World Fair transportation facilities 
President Francis was careful to say that he did not indorse 
these terminal bills as he had not carefully considered them. 
No man who has the interests of the city at heart will indorse 
them. The business men of St Louis are afraid to express their 
opinions, because they are ow at the mercy of the monopoly 
which is seeking greater power and privileges. 

The Municipal Assembly and the Mayor must defend the city 
from this grab. Some evidence of a spirit of independence has 
developed in the House. It is hoped that in at least one branch 
of the Assembly will be found men with courage and honesty 
enough to stand for the city's rights and interests, and for the 
pretection of St. Louis business from monopoly oppression. 
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) BOODLE METHODS LAID BARE, 

In Friday’s Post-Dispatch St. Louis read with scarcely a quiver 
a tale of official corruption which would have caused à tre- 
mendous sensation in any other city. The story was auccinctly 
toid by Circuit Attorney Folk in his opening of the Hartman 
case; it was told with more details in the testimony of wit- 
nesses. 

The methods ot boodle combines and bribers’ go-betweens were 
laid bare in the court room and the columns of the newspapers. 


over a majority, was formed by members of the House of Dele- 
gates for the purpose of makiag money by corrupt legislation. 
The lighting bill, involving the interests of wealthy corpora- 
tions, was seized upon as an opportunity for the sale of the 
combine'’s votes. The combine fixed the price of its aggregate 
votes at $75,000. Not finding a bidder the combine fought the 
bill, in order that its backers might make themselves known. 
The ruse was successful. The sum of $20,000 was offered the 
combine, which was refused, and a spy was set to discover the 
identity of the briber. He proved to be Edward Butier, to whom 
John K. Murrell, the combine agent was sent, to dicker for a 
better price. The price finally agreed upon was $47,500, or $2500 
each, To make sure of ti. success of the deal Butler went on 
the floor of the House of Delegates and dealt directly with 
members of the combine. 

When the bill was passed three combine members were sent 
to collect the money and a fourth Was sent to watch the three. 
The transaction illustrated systematized hribery advanced to a 
point of boldness and shamelessness probably unequaled in the 
history of municipal corruption. No device was used to mask 
the crime of bribery. The history of other boodle deals in St. 
Louis differ from this only in details. Corruption ran rot and 
bribery was a subject of jest among the plundering scoundreis 
who gave the bribes and the greedy rascals who took them. 

There is only one link missing in the chain of corruption dis- 
closed in this case; it is missing in many of the boodle cases; 
that is the original source ot the money. 

Who supplied Butler with the combine purchase money? 

This question is unanswered. It, above all other questions, 
should be answered. The greedy and unscrupulous rascals who 
supply the means to buy venal officials, and get rich on the 
spoils of corruption, should be brought te justice. 


The terminal company agrees to pay the $150,000 in dispute, be- 
sides the $100,000 additional as compensation for the franchise 
sought. This is just $250,000 more than was offered before the 
Post-Dispatch spoke out. But it is not enough. A franchise 
which can be and will be capitalized for millions should pay a 
reasonable sum annually on its value, to the city. This reasona- 
ble sum should be ascertained and its payment secured beyond 
a peradventure by appropriate provision in the ordinances. 


To put a boodler in the penitentiary the prosecution must have 
all the facts, all the law and all the technique. Failing per- 
fection in any of these the state’s case is no better than windy 
rumor.

THE “PONS ASINORUM” SOLVED 
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All pupils of geometry are familiar with 
the theorem known as the pons asinorum: 
“The square of the hypothenuse of a 
right-angle triangle is equal to the sum 
of the square of the other two sides.” Here 
is a simple way to establish its truth: 

Trace a square upon a piece of cardboard 
or stout paper and divide jt into 49 equal 
smaller equares. This done, cut it out along 
the lines indicated in the illustration by 
the heavy marking, and remove from the 
center a square, which you will add to the 
square D. Then construct the figure con- 
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sisting of the three pieces, when you will 
have a right-angled triangle ACD, formed 
by the sides of the three squares; and the 
sum of the two small squares erected upon 
the two sides of the triangle will be equal 
to the large square erected upon the hy- 
pothenuse AD. 

You have in reality: 

One square of 9 parts. 

One square of 16 parts. 

The two equal 25 parts. 

And the large square C contains & 
parts. So your theorem has been estab- 


lished.

In order to reach George he had to 
swim nearly 100 yards and the swim taxed 
his strength to the utmost, ag the boy 
caught him about the neck and not only 
Impeded his progress, but exhausted him. 

Jeorge was unconscious when taken to 
the shore. but after some vigorous han- 
dling was relleved of some of the water 
he had swallowed and soon revived. 

After counting up his losses, which in- 
cluded $4 in cash, a pair of eyeglasses and 
many trinkets he had carried in his pock- 
ots. Policeman Dockery arrested Gorman. 

The, policeman is of the opinion that 
Gorman drove into deep water to scare 
the boys. 

Herbert and George are chums and were 
playing near their homes when they ac- 
cepted the invitation of Gorman to drive 
to the river. 

Several months ago Policeman Dockery 
saved a married couple from suicide by

BODY WAS PINNED 
: BENEATH. REAR TRUCKS 


After the Accident, Motorman and 
Conductor Abandgned Their Car, 
Which Was Pushed to the 
Sheds by Another Car. 


A man, belisved to be James Gormely, 
50 years old, living in the rear of 1317 How- 
ard street, was run down by a west-bound 
Delmar avenue car on Washington avenue 
near Twentieth street at 7:10 Saturday 
morning and instantly killed. 

The man was crossing the street on his 
way to work.

It was 10 minutes before the wreck- 
ing crew arrived, and with the aid of 
jacks the body, which was almost com- 
pletely severed at the waist, was released 
und taken to the city dispensary by the 
ambulance, which arrived about the 
same time the wrecking crew did. 

A few minutes after the accident the 
motorman and conductor of the car, No. 
1917, 8 

Officer Patterson of the Central dis- 
trict says he saw the car and a crowd 
standing about it a few minutes after 
the accident. 

He made an a oy ation, but could 
find no one who had been an eye wit- 
ness. He says the motorman and con- 
ductor had disappeared. From the crew 
on the car that followed he learned that 
the motorman on No. 1917 was C. E. 
Smith and the conductor William Fila- 
er. 

Because of their hasty departure 
was necessary for the car following — 
push the abandoned car to the sheds at 
Olive street and De Baliviere avenue. 

At the city dispensary an examination 
disclosed that the body was in a her- 
ribly mutilated condition. 

Two cards were found on the dead 
man's person. One was a union card 
showing that James Gormely was a 
member in good standing in the Plas- 
terers’ and athers’ Union.

The body was removed to the morgue 
for more complete identification.
